‘August. Several of Europe's head men were last week 
convinced that war would come either by August or 
not for a long time. Playing it that way, France's 
Premier Daladier and Britain's Prime Minister 
Chamberlain told the dictatorships that they were 
not being encircled, that something might yet be 
done about their demands. Britain began calling up 
reservists for extra summer training with an eye to 
having nearly 900,000 Englishmen in arms by Au- 
gust. France named General Gamelin (LIFE, Feb. 
20) commander in chief of all its armed forces and 
sent him to London, where the British made a great 
fuss over him. To speed 
the alliance with Russia 
but without seeming too 
anxious, the British sent 
to Moscow a Foreign Of- 
fice career man, William 
Strang, who had been 
Chamberlain's adviser on 
the crucial trips to see Hit- 
ler last September. Pope 
Pius XII, meanwhile, was

Hitler's Week. Chancellor Hitler was last week doing 
everything he could think of to get still more unpop- 
ular in the democratic world. He drove several hun- 
dred more Polish Jews across the border into Poland 
where they joined some 4,000 still marooned in a 
frontier camp. He bragged to the Condor Legion of 
German aviators home from Spain that he had de- 
cided to help Spain as early as one week after the 
Spanish civil war started. He boasted to War veter- 
ans that Germany could now break through any 
“encirclement” of powers. He cracked down on the 
Czechs for the murder of one policeman by jailing 
1,000 and fining the township of Kladno $17,250. He 
promised armaments to Bolivia in exchange for a big 
air base in Bolivia. And he tried to rush Paraguay 
into accepting economic domination before General 
Estigarribia could get back from Washington with an 
American loan. This busy week was climaxed by 
the signing of non-aggression pacts with little Latvia 
and Estonia, neatly blocking Russia's plans to guar- 
antee them against invasion by Germany. 
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Corruption & Crusades. Martin ‘Thomas Manton was 
an irascible judge whose temper lawyers feared and 
whose decisions they respected. As senior judge of 
the second Circuit Court of Appeals, Judge Manton 
was outranked only by the Justices of the Supreme 
Court. After 1929, he found himself deep in financial 
trouble. To get out, he con- 
ducted himself in a man- 
ner highly unbecoming a 
judge. On June 3, a New 
York jury found him guil- 
ty of having sold justice 
by accepting “loans” of

others, Never before had 
corruption touched so high 
a place in U.S. judiciary.

Frank Murphy who is cleaning up Federal Courts 
and seeking to give the Democratic Party a reputa- 
tion for crusading which will counteract the popular- 
ity of Republican Thomas E. Dewey. Few days 
later, Murphy announced that Alcatraz would be 
abandoned as a Federal prison because it was “a 
place of horror” which drove inmates “stir-crazy.”” 
‘Tom Dewey's own reputation as a crusader advanced 
handsomely when his office on June 9 obtained the 
conviction of a former Brooklyn Assemblyman for 
accepting bribes from two taxicab companies.

“Unfair” World's Fair. A basic object of the New 
York World’s Fair is to promote international am- 
Last week the Fair was unwillingly promoting 
ternational discord. Dr. Neil Van Aken, a U. S. 
citizen who is secretary of the Netherlands exhibit 
and head of the Foreign Government Commissioners 
Club, charged that foreign exhibitors were being vie- 
timized by U. S. Labor unions. Many of the nations 
sent skilled technicians and artists to do specialized 
work on the exhibits. Dr. Van Aken charged that 
U. S. unions require that their members be hired at 
full union rates to stand around doing nothing while 
the foreigners work. Some pavilions that refused 
have been victims of sabotage. Dr. Van Aken de- 
nounced the Fair corporation for placing foreign 
exhibits on “the same level as hot-dog stands” in- 
stead of giving them extraterritorial status. “Unless 
the sentiment changes or special inducements are 
held out,” he warned, “most foreign tors will 
refuse to participate in the Fair a second year.” 


Human $.0.$. Last week on the broad Atlantic, not 
far from the pleasant bars of Havana and the sunny 
beaches of Florida, 907 people were tossed about as 
mercilessly as if they were standing on a raft in a 
hurricane. They were Jewish refugees from Germany. 
‘They had sailed on the liner St. Louis from Ham-

burg, May 15, for Cuba where they had landing 
visas. Arriving at Havana May 27, they were for- 
‘iden to disembark. Longingly they hung over the 
rails looking at the forbidden city. On June 2, the 
St. Louis put to sea again with its cargo of helpless 
humans. For days it skirted the coasts, hoping that 
some country would open its doors to the refugees. 
The ship's captain feared a wave of suicides if his 
passengers were forced to return to Germany. By 
Sunday the St. Louis could waste no more fuel or 
time. (It was due to start on a gay Caribbean cruise 
later in June.) Promptly it set its course, Destina- 
tion: Hamburg. 


Library ROWS. Libraries are usually peaceful things 
but Franklin Roosevelt found himself last week in 
the middle of two library rows. Last winter, he of- 
fered todonate to the U. 
part of his Hyde Park 
estate on which is to be 
built a repository for his 
state papers. Rising to 
heights of political petti- 
ness, House Republicans 
on June 5 blocked a bill 
authorizing the U. 8. to 
accept the offer. 

‘Two days later, thePres- 
ident precipitated another 
row by nominating as new 
Librarian of Congress, Archibald MacLeish, an able 
lawyer, a Pulitzer Prize poet, long a Fortune editor. 
Librarians stormed that excellence as a poct and 
scholar did not qualify MacLeish to be librarian of 
the world’s biggest library. In Congress, Republicans 
accused MacLeish of being a “fellow traveler” of the 
Communist Party. But MacLeish has taken swipes 
ists, accusing them of knowing their 
ideology better than they know their America.
